12. (New) The method of Ctatim 1 1, ^herein thie interface device is operable to convert the 
digital value to a plurality of keyboard keystrokes to simulate keying in of the sequence of alphanumeric 
characters such that the simulated bro wser input comprises a keyboard input associated with a keyboard 
computer peripheral that constitutes One of the set of browser input computer peripherals. 
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
